Housing facilities 

WITH all departments and’ divisions of 
A.P.I. taking part in the program, visi- 
tors will be able to see much of Auburn 
at work in only one day of the program. 
The college has limited housing facilities 
for high school faculty members, mem--. 
bers of the junior and senior classes and 
guests to spend either Friday or Satur- 
day night on the campus. However, since 
housing is limited, it will be necessary 
to give preférence to those coming from 
great distances. There will be a nominal 
charge for such housing, not to exceed 
$1 for each person per night. If you are 
interested notify President Draughon’s 
office. 

The program is so arranged that it 
will be possible to take in most of the 
tours; exhibits, and displays as well as 
the campus within a two-hour period, 
This wilsenable those who can not stay 
over night to see the major parts of the 
program before returning home. 

There will be no charge for any of 
the’ events except the Horse Show on 
Friday night.
